VHF/UHF REPORT 
by Tim Pettis

PHASE III, Oscar 10 is alive and well! Although the satellite did not achieve its 
intended orbital inclination of 57 degrees, its present 26 degree inclination 
aS capable of providing Alaskan hams many hours of continuous coverage each 

iy. 
This satellite, unlike the RS and previous Oscar spacecraft, is circling the 
earth in an eliptical orbit. At apogee, the high point in its orbit, it is 
visable over 30% of the earths surface. I personally have heard stations on 
three continents simultaneously, in witness to its coverage. 


As for access requirements, stations equiped for transmitting on435 MHz with 
at least 1 KW EIRP, and receiving on 146.9 will be able to make good contacts. 
Exact frequencies are published in QS1, or I can provide them for you. Worthy 
of note is that there is a band plan for CW and SSB separation which must 

be adhered to. 

I will be happy to answer any questions concerning equipment requirements for 
satellite operation or with operating protocall for this spacecraft. 


SPACE SHUTTLE COLUMBIA will be launched into space this fall carrying the first 
"manned" amateur radio station. For details see QST for August, page 50. 


I had originally stated at the August ham club meeting that due to our northern 
latitude, we would not be able to see the spacecraft. Well, I was almost 
correct. After running a few calculations, based on the intended (by NASA) 
orbital inclination, and have determined that it may be possible to see the 
spacecraft. There are many IFs in this statement: If one of the orbits , at 
its northern declination carries the craft due south of Anchorage...If WSLFL 
has free time in his schedule at that moment in time...If you know what that 
time will be....THEN you MIGHT have a CHANCE to make contact. The window, as 
it would be called, would be no more than 2 minutes wide. GOOD LUCK! 

2 Meter DX is fascinating! I would encourage readers of this newsletter outside of 
Anchorage to contact me for schedules on 144 MHz CW or SSB and to be monitoring 
144.200 MHz USB during Auroral activity. JI can be contacted at 276-1977 
during evening hours. 

70 cm DX. I would also like to work anyone that is equiped for 70cm SSB or CW. 

With 6, 22 element yagis and a KW, I should be able to make up for a lot of 
shortcomings at your end.

I was a cme year 
baard member, the year was 1982, and there was very much discussion 
pre and con. At the time it was presented, we were also considering 
the establishment of schalarship funds at ACC and U of At insure 
compliance with the IRS as te cur not-for-profit, community-criented 
status. It was easy, then, ta see the funds derived frown a LM put 
inte an interest bearing acceunt, the results of which cculd helo 
defray the tuition cost. I remember some of the arguments against 
the idea...it would separate the club inta factions... few would 

be interested...we didn’t need the money...etc. But the general 
membership voted in favor af the idea and at the next board meeting 
when the matter was approved far action, Wilse opened his wallet, 
and after the maths flew away, he handed a $1@@ bill (ar perhaps 

two fifties) to samecne so he could be officially awarded certificate 
rumber one. Who else but Wilse? Maths and all! 


Now some three years later we are 8@ Life Members strong. The original 
concept is still enforced; aur treasurer keeps that principal and the 
interest it accrues under separate account for the Scholarship Fund. 
The interest represents some $5@2@ per year which is the cast of one 
of the two scholarships we find. Cast of the second one is borne 
from other funds. It would be great @f we could double the number af 
LMs and thus make the entire scholarship fund self-sustaining fram

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BUSINESS USE OF AMATEUR RADIG 
AN UPDATE 


AS REPORTED LAST MONTH THE FCC HAS MADE A CLARIFICATION OF THE BUSINESS USE OF 
AMATEUR RADIO. I HAVEN’T FOUND THE EXACT READING FROM THE ‘FEDERAL REGISTER’ 
BUT I HAVE SOME INTERESTING EXCERPTS FROM ‘THE WESTLINK REPORT’ AND THE ‘ARRL 
LETTER’ CONCERNING THE FCC CLARIFICATION. 

THE FCC HAS CLARIFIED PARTS 97.114 AND 97.3 TO EMPHASIZE THE SCOPE OF THE 
PROHIBITION OF THE BUSINESS USE OF AMATEUR RADIO. 97.114 DEFINES ‘BUSINESS’ AND 
HAS BEEN MOVED TO THE DEFINITIONS SECTION (97.3), AND A NEW RULE (97.110) HAS 
BEEN ADDED WHICH SIMPLY STATES THAT ANY FORM OF BUSINESS COMMUNICATIONS IS 
PROHIBITED FROM AMATEUR RADIO. THE FCC STILL DEFINES ‘BUSINESS’ AS BEING ANY 
FORM OF COMMUNICATIONS THAT FACILITATES THE BUSINESS OR COMMERCIAL AFFAIRS OF 
ANY PARTY. EXAMPLES OF BUSINESS, ACCORDING TO AN FCC SPOKESMAN REPORTING TO 
‘WESTLINK REPORT’ INCLUDE SUCH ITEMS AS ORDERING PARTS AND/OR SERVICES OVER AN 
AUTOPATCH (YES, EVEN ORDERING A PIZZA FOR DINNER), PASSING PAYROLL OR OTHER 
COMPANY INFORMATION (SUCH AS CALLING YOUR BOSS AND LETTING HIM KNOW YOU’RE GOING 
TO BE LATE TO WORK), AND PARTICIPATION IN AMATEUR NETS WHERE MONEY EXCHANGES 
(DUE TO THE SALE OR EXCHANGE OF PERSONAL EQUIPMENT) ARE OF FUNDAMENTAL. 
IMPORTANCE TO OPERATION. 

THE ARRL WAS CONCERNED THAT THIS ORDER WOULD AFFECT AMATEUR RADIO’S INVOLMENT 

IN PUBLIC SERVICE EVENTS THAT WERE SPONSORED BY A BUSINESS ORGANIZATION (SUCH 

AS THE FUR RONDY COMMITTEE). IN A LETTER TO THE ARRL’S COUNSEL, CHRIS IMLAY, 
N3AKD, JAMES MCKINNEY, THE FCC’S PRIVATE RADIO BUREAU CHIEF SAID THAT THE ORDER 
WAS NOT INTENDED TO CUT BACK ON AMATEUR RADIO’S INVOLMENT IN PUBLIC SERVICE 
ACTIVITIES. TO QUOTE MR MCKINNEY: “WE WANT TO EMPHASIZE THAT THE ORDER DOES NOT 
PROHIBIT AMATEUR RADIO OPERATORS FROM PARTICIPATING IN ROUTINE EVENTS OF

WOULD, OF COURSE, BE FORBIDDEN. 

THE ORDER IS NOT INTENDED TO IMPOSE ANY NEW RESTRICTIONS OR TO CUT BACK ON WHAT 
AMATEUR RADIO OPERATORS HAVE BEEN DOING ALL ALONG. WHAT WAS INTENDED WAS TO 
ALERT THE AMATEUR COMMUNITY TO THE FACT THAT THE AMATEUR RADIO SERVICE SHOULD 
NOT BE USED FOR THE TRANSMISSION OF BUSINESS MESSAGES." 

THE BOTTOM LINE SEEMS TO BE THAT WE ARE, TO SOME DEGREE, GETTING A LITTLE LAX. 
IT SEEMS THAT THE FCC ONLY MEANS TO NIP THIS ‘BUSINESS’ THING IN THE BUD AND
